signatnre of President MoKinloy and is 
now a law, and the extra session of the 
flfty-Ufth congress, having accomplished 
what ic wns called together to do, h'',s ad- 
journo1', and Its members havo gone home 
to bear what tboir constituents have to 
say about their wnrk. So far as tbe Ke- 
publioana are concerned, there Is no feur 
of the people's verdict. 
They havo done 


a remarkable piooe ot work—one that 
many considered impossible, because of 
tbo lack of a Bepnb'.ioan majority in the 
senate, when President McKlnley first 
announced his determination to call an 
extra session to pass a tariff bill. Al- 
though there are somethings in the Ding- 
ley tariff law that would be different if 
the Kepublicans had had a majority of 
their own In tbe senate, the law Is dis- 
tinctly Republican and consequently will 
protect 
American Industry in all its 


branches and will, after tbe first -six 
months or Its existence, produce more 
money than will be needed to run the 
government, thus enabling President Mo- 
Kinley to resume the Republican policy 
of reducing tho country's bonded indebt- 
edness.

tariff bill, which was Introduced on the 
16th day of March, or more than four 
months ago, went into effect yesterday. 
It passed the Senate by a vole ot, yeas 40, 
nays SO, and was signed at once by the 
president. He can now take his well 
earned vacation. 


Tbo now law has its defects. 
Tbe most 


£erlo:is of these are due to tho fact that 
the Republicans have not a majority in 
tbeFenate. There are certain elements 
In that body which it was necessary to 
placate in order to get th votes needed to 
pass tho bill, the consideration of which 
might have been protracted indefinitely 
otherwise. 


There has been far too much delay as it 


Is, snd the future revenues of the govern- 
ment will suffer. 
It has received more 


money during the last four months be- 
cause of the heavy imports in anticipation 
of the enactment of the present Inw. But 
it would have received 30 or 40 millions 
more of revenue if those goods bod been 
Imported gradually during this fiscal year 
and had paid the higher duties of the new 
law, 


Therefore, nobody should be sarprisocJ 


at the sudden drop in custom house re- 
ceipts which is sure to ensue. Last year 
nejrly DO per rent of those leeeipts, or ISO 
Million dollars, came from the sugar du- 
ties. 
Those duties have been raised, but 


there is more than six months' supply of 
sngar on hand. That will have to be 
worked off before much more is imported. 


The now tariff law will give more reve- 


nue than the Wilson law, but not until 
tbo anticipatory imports lm\e been pretty 
well worked off. 
It will also give more 


protection to many American manufac- 
turers, but they will not got the full ben- 
efit of that protection until the goods im- 
ported under the lower duties have passed 
from tho hands of merchants into tb^se of 
consumers. Most people understand theso 
things and will allow for them. 


Notwithstanding any defects the new 


tariff law may have all business men will 
bo rejoiced that it is on the ftature books. 
For its enactment is tbe end of a long 
period of uncertainty. 
Manufacturers 


and merchants know now just what the 
law will be for some years to come, ard 
they can proceed to adapt themselves to 
it. 
Prosperity will advance at an aeceler 


atcd pace. The Republican party has 
now fulfilled one of tbe pledges it made 
in the St. Louis platform. A new tariff 
bill faae boon passed. Next comes the 
subject of currency r-jfcrin. 
That must 


be taken np when congress reassembles iti 
December, ard its consideration must be 
pressed hy President McKinley as persift 
ently as that of the tariff question.

Mr. Ebtes 'also carries on a snake 


hatchery, something' after the manner, 
of a heu'nery, but considerably more ex- 
erting. The eggs pioduced by his stock 
are gathered and laid in the sun on 
tbe sand, where in time they hatch ont 
youngsters fully as Ihely and veno- 
mous as their parents. So far this year 
several hundred! have been hatched, 
and all have thrived on the trc.itrneiil 
given them by Mr. Estes and his as- 
sistants. Many of these young snakes 
are reared for sale, and others are used 
for food for the kin^ snake and others 
that eat only their on n kind.

In their 
greediness they often swallow one an- 
other, and it is no unnsual thing for a 
snake to back out of a companion's 
stomach, ipto which it has pursued a 
tempting frog or gopher.

CHRISTENING THE QUEEN. 


Considerable Perplexity Over CfcoWe 


at a. Name. 


One of the longest, of the many jubilee 


articles is that by Emily Crawford. 
Following is her account of the queen s 
christening, -which was "a source of end- 
less friction:" 


It was decided to have it in the great 


drawing-room at Kensington palace. 
Emperor Alexander I., the prince re- 
gent, the dowager duchess of Coburg, 
and the queen of Wurtemburg (princess 
royal of England) had expressed readi- 
ness before the birth to be spon&ors, 
and the duke of York, Princesses Au- 
gusta and Mary to be- proxies. 
The 


names should have been, in the natural 
course, Alexandria Charlotte Geor- 
giana Augusta. Victoria, the sovereigns' 
names lending off, and that of the high- 
est sovereign prevailing for everyday 
use and in the signature; but the regent 
protested that he, in England, was 
above no matter whom. He was sorely 
jealous of the brilliant part Alexander 
played in Europe in 1814 and 1815. It 
was feared he might not come to the 
christening, or, if he did, that he would 
behave badly. Of course, the gold font 
was fetched from the tower, and velvet 
coverings from the Chapel royal. The 
archbishop of Canterbury, assisted by 
the bishop of London, was to officiate, 
and the proxies were to be the guests 
of the duke and duchess of Kent at 
dinner. The ceremony was to come oft 
on the day the infant was a month old. 
When the date came around, all wai 
ready for so important an occasion; 
but uncertainty had not been cleared 
away about the regent's intentions. 
He arrived when the prelates were ready 
to begin. Anger was in his eye as be 
entered the drawing-room. The arch- 
bishop feared to set him going. When 
the naming passage of the ritual had to 
be got through, he blandly asked: "By 
what name does it please your royal 
highness to have this child called?" 
No answer was given. 
The primate 


had been told by the prince-that he 
liked good historical English names, 
that every one could understand. What 
better name, he thought, than Queen 
Elizabeth's.

"Elizabeth." "On no account," said the 
prince legent. "Charlotte, after your 
royal mother and the child's royal 
aunt?" "Certainly not." Tho duchess 
of Kent relieved her feelings by a flood 
of tears. Princess Mary kifcsedher, and 
the baby cried. This spurred the mild 
archbishop. "What name is it your 
roynl highness* pleasure to command?' 
"What's her mother's name?" "Vic 
toria," answered the dnke Of Kent; bxit 
his intervention waa met by nn irate 
look from the regent 
The duke of 


York, seeing that the christening must 
be hastened forward if it was to be 
got through at all, took it on himself 
to say: "Alexandrina Victoria." And 
fco the queen missed brin? known in 
history as Georgians.—Contemporary.

that for the present at least no attempt 
will be made to organize an invading 
party. All of the talk of the party com- 
ing to Deoatui in a body grew out of a 
mass meeting of ubout 30 miners held in 
SpringQeld to discuss the feasibility of 
swooping down upon Deeatur and Nian- 
tio, and eorue of tho strikers were enthu- 
siastically in favor of the project, believ- 
ing that such a course would be just the 
thing to close up the mines in Mocon 
county, but It appears that through the 
efforts of President Cartwiight of the 
Miners' Union ttie men were persuaded 
to abandon their enterprise. 


It is further learned by telephone from 


SpringQeld that a committee of organisers 
from Springfield will arrive in the city 
tomorrow morning or the purpose of at 
tempting to get the men here to unite 
with the union. In this way it is expect- 
ed that something will be aocompllbhed, 
for should the miners join the union, 
then they will be subject to orders ai>a 
they can be commanded to quit work, or 
suffer the penalty, which would be expul- 
si in from the union.
